Gas Bills To 
Rise With New 
Rates Jan. 1 

Customers of Southern Coun¬ 
ties Gas Company in Sierra 
Madre can expect an average 
increase in their monthly bills 
of about 11 cents as a result of 
the general "off-set” rate boost 
authorized by the Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission on Dec. 2, it 
has been learned from A. E. 
Madden, gas company division 
manager. The new rate be¬ 
comes effective on Jan. 1, 1953. 

Under the commission’s or¬ 
der, the company will be al¬ 
lowed to add 1.6 cents per 
thousand cubic feet to the rate 
schedules of all classes of cus¬ 
tomer, including domestic, com¬ 
mercial and indu.strial users. 
Madden said. The increase, 
which is designed to yield an 
additional $1,120,000 annually 
in gross revenues, will cover 
the higher price the company 
must pay for out-of-state gas 
after the first of the year.

Consumers To 
Pay New Rate 

'The Southern California Edi¬ 
son Company filed an applica¬ 
tion Dec. 16 for a general rate 
increase with the California 
Public Utilities Commission. 
Edison officials said that this 
will be the company’s first rate 
increase in 31 years. 

The increase sought would 
amount to approximately 25 
cents a month for the average 
domestic customer. On an an¬ 
nual basis, it would result in a 
$16,000,000 increase in the com¬ 
pany’s gross revenue. 

“It is Imperative that this ap¬ 
plication should be filed at 
this time,” W. C. Mullendore, 
Edison Company president, 
said. “A rate increase for us 
is inescapable in the light of 
the continuing increase in the 
cost of everything that goes 
into electric service.”

Sierra Madre’s Education Re¬ 
search Committee met last 
Tuesday evening with school 
board officials in a conference 
at City School that was attend¬ 
ed by Bruce Hawk, field assist¬ 
ant to county superintendent of 
schools, and Howard Morgridge, 
an architect who submitted 
sketches for a new school build¬ 
ing. 

The site now under consid¬ 
eration for a new school build¬ 
ing was named as the Hall es¬ 
tate which consists of 11 acres 
at Canon and Highland. 

Action taken by the board 
during the evening included 
purchase of the Davis property 
on the northwest corner of the 
school block. Frontage of the 
property is approximately 130 
feet. Part of it will be used to 
enlarge the sports field. 

Mr. Severin L. Sorensen offi¬ 
cially took over the chairman¬ 
ship of the Education Research 
committee, which is studying 
the problem of adequate hous¬ 
ing for Sierra Madre students, 
now and in the future. 

It was agreed by all that Si¬ 
erra Madre can no longer han¬ 
dicap its younger generation 
through inadequate school fa¬ 
cilities by clinging to so-called 
“conservative” measures that 
in the past have prevented the 
building of proper student 
housing. The need of a new 
school bond issue was indi¬ 
cated. 

Hawk, as consultant regard¬ 
ing the proposed land acquisi¬ 
tion, said: “It’s a wonderful 
school site. If you’d bought it 
20 years ago you couldn’t have 
made a better choice.” 

Morgridge, architect with 
Marsh, Smith and Powell, stat¬ 
ed: “The site has just enough 
slope for good drainage, and is 
unusually level for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre property.” He further point¬ 
ed out that it presents no dif¬ 
ficult building problems. 

School officials said that the 
number of rooms in the first 
unit will be determined after 
careful checking of projected 
enrollment figures. 

Mr. Hawk pointed out that 
bonds could be voted, but sold 
only as needed. 

Ralph “Pappy” Welch, rec¬ 
reation chairman, and Philip 
Mitchell, director of recreation, 
met with the board during the 
extended meeting, to discuss 
recreation. Mr. Mitchell ex¬ 
pressed regret that he has been 
unable to find a building in 
which to carry on the proposed 
Saturday morning woodwork¬ 
ing shop. “What is needed is a 
room in which to work, where 
materials and tools can be 
safely stored between meet¬ 
ings,” he said, and stated hope¬ 
fully that he hasn’t given up 
looking. 

Next meeting of the board 
and the Education Research 
Committee will be held on 
Tuesday evening, Jan. 6, at the 
City School.

be dressed in lavender. All of 
them will be very spangley— 
and very ‘haremlsh’!”
